Drastic Orders Issued Forbidding 
Use of Meats or Tablecloths 
Clothing in Germany has now be- 
come almost as scarce as food. Per- 
haps nothing could more graphically 


‘reveal the clothing plight of Ger- 


many, than a proposal just put for- 
ward by Justizrat Otto Feig, a prom- 
inent Berlin lawyer, that the govern- 
ment should forthwith enact a law, 
making it compulsory for the heirs 
of dead people or the administrators 
of their estates to turn over to the 
state all the clothing left by the de- 
ceased persons. 

It is now illegal for any hotel, res- 
taurant or other public house to 
serve meats on table cloths. Such 
table cloths and napkins as these es- 
tublishments now possess would be 
confiscagfed and utilized primarily for 
baby linen,
